:current bad boy.- \ 


Jake Powell is of sturdy Holland 


stock, but there's nothing stolid about 
the New York Yankees' left fielder. 
He is convinced that certain clubs, the 
Nationals particularly, are out to get 
him, and says that he is going to pro- 
tect himself. 


When he knocked Joe Kuhel flat in 


Washington some day back he was out 
by u dozen feet. Kuhel assumed that 
his former teammate would do the 
ordinary thing and permit himself to 
be tagged on the base line, but Powell 
gave the first baseman both fists on 
the chest, knocked him over, and 
caused him to drop the ball. 


That gave Powell the distinction of 


being the target for pop bottle in his 
home town. As fast as the customers 
threw the bottles Powell picked them 
up and crashed them against the con- 
crete bleachers. He had lots of fun 
until the cops stopped him. 


When Kuhel tagged him lightly in 


the subsequent series at Yankee Stad- 
ium and on the same kind of a play 
that stirred up the trouble at Griffith 
Stadium, Powell pulled up sharply af- 
ter crossing the bag, charged the first 
sacker, and led with the better right

Fractured Grocnbcrg's Wrist 


Powell swerved itato Hunk Green- 


berg as he reached for an inside throw 
in the 18th game of 1936, fractured the 
large first baseman's wrist, and ruin- 
ed Detroit's chance of winning the 
American League pennant for a thirc 
consecutive campaign. 


The same day a foul tip off Powell's 


bat struck Mickey Cochrane on the 
foot and put the top Tiger out for three 
weeks. 


Powell plays the game up to the hilt, 


and probably gets into so much trouble 
because he is fast and figures in so 
many close plays, especially at first 
base after hitting ground balls. He 
makes a habit of knocking the ball out 
of infielders' hands by hitting them on 
the wrists. 


He frequently appears to have a 


charmed life on the paths. Something 
usually happens in his fnvor. When 
lie apparently is out with something to 
spare, the catcher often makes n poor 
throw or the infielder drops the pellet, 
and Old Powder Rjver is not only safe, 
but more often than not takes an extra 
base or two. 


Although he made 10 hits, including 


a home run and a double to lead world 
series participants with .455, Powell 
no doubt realizes that he is no great 
shakes as a right-hand hitter and that 
his greatest value lies in his base-run- 
ning, 


Powell Doesn't Spare Himself 


Anyway, he doesn't spare himself in 


that department. 


His ambition is to win (he theft 


championship, which he missed by a 
few bases in 193G, when Lyn Lai-y 
showed the way. 


Powell, 28 on July 15, weighs 185 


pounds, stands 5 feet 11% inches, and 
is as fearless as Sixto scobar. 


He knows how to play rough with 


the least possible chance of being hurt 
himself. 


Everything happens to Powell. 
For a time in the minors it appear- 


ed as though he would turn out to be 
a Good Time Charley, and the beau- 
teous Mrs. Powell, the former Eliza- 
beth Phebus, is credited with having 
straightened the young man out along 
that line. She wouldn't marry him 
until he made good in the big show. 


When Powell first went south with 


Washington in 1929, he roomed with 
Goose Goslin and mimicked the an- 
cient and honorable Leon so well that 
they called him Little Goose. 


Powell became so discouraged in 


1933 that while playing with Dayton in 
the Middle Atlantic League he applied 
for a job on the police force there, 
and declares that he will accept the 
position then offered to him when he 
is finished with the baseball wars. 


Right now, however, he continually 


is in trouble with traffic officers, due 
to his fondness for speed. He goes in 
for airplanes, too. Missing a train that 
carried the Nationals from Orlando, 


a., to Cordele, Ga., for an exhibition 


game in the spring of 1936, he calmly 
chartered a ship anil had it charged 
to Clark Griffith.

A timely safety 
note,

especially to vacation bound motorist.-;, 
comes from W. R. Bamford, service di- 
rector of the Dodge 
Division 
of 


Chrysler Corporation. Mr. Bamford's 
concern is with the dangers lurking 
in automobile headlights which be- 
cause of faulty use or maintenance 
neglect are not functioning with orig- 
inal efficiency. 


In support of his contention that 


faulty lights are the underlying cause 
of many accidents, Mr. Bamford cites 
:he fact that though only one-third of 
all automobiles travel 
after dark, 


icarly two-thirds of the serious mis- 
laps occur during the night hours. 
While official vigilance and driver 
education arc undoubtedly effecting a 
decrease in the number of day acci- 
dents, this safety gain is almost 011- 
irely offset by increases In mishaps 
lappcning after dark. 
To impress motorists with the truth 


that defective lights are responsible for 
night driving hazards and that proper 
service care given to headlights will 
eliminate that danger, Mr, Bamford 
joints out that so trafling a factor as 
he age of a lamp bulb may reduce the 
effective light by 50 per cent and 
more. If lenses and dirty, further 
light reduction may result. Dirt on 
lenses may reduce the light intensity 
,0 to 15 per cent, not to mention the 
jlare that will be caused by the seat- 
;ering of the beam. Any one of these 
short-comings will be further inten- 
sified by incorrect focusing or faulty 
direction of the headlight beam. 


Not all motorists are aware of the 


elaborate steps taken by car manu- 
facturers and dealers to equip service 
mechanics with a fuller understand- 
ing of light maintenance procedure 
and with apparatus for the checking 
and adjusting of headlights. 


Purchasers of used cars especially 


should be insistent on the recondition- 
ing of the lighting equipment of the 
cars before they enter upon the high- 
ways with them. Wide awake man- 
ufacturers are urging their dealers to 
include head light maintenance in 
periodic inspection and servicing pro- 
grams which they sell, at combination 
rates, to their customers. 


Nobody, Mr. Bamford thinks, should 


start on a trip involving considerable 
night driving without having his lights 
gone over by a competent service man, 
preferably by the dealer handling the 
make of car. Like many other service 
operations, 
light servicing 
is~ now 


done quickly, with a scientific ac- 
curacy not even remotely approached 
by anything the individual car owner 
may attempt by homespun methods.
